on Tuesday, declared that jus- 
tice is being delayed in the Su- 
perior Court because of the need 
for more judges and urged the 
legislators to approve a bill to 
add six judges to the court.

Since then, how- 
ever, a number of states have 
permitted recovery for negligent- 
ly inflicted prenatal injuries. On 
the basis of the arguments that 
have persuaded the courts of 
those states we are now urged to 
re-examine the rule of Stemmer 
v. Kline.

RS. 40:62-127 provides the 
Commission may prescribe rates 
“but the rates for the same kind 
or class of service shall be uni- 
form in all the municipalities 
supplied by the waterworks.” 
R.S. 40:62-124 provides in part 
that the Commission “may sell 
any surplus water not needed to 
supply the municipalities repre- 
sented by it to any consumer”. 

The retail rate charged in 
member municipalities was fixed 
at $78 per million gallons and 
the wholesale rate charged out- 
side municipalities and water 
companies was fixed at $110 per 
million gallons. 

Held: It is agreed that retail 
|rates commonly and _ properly 
apply to retail customers served 
directly by the Commission and 
who consumed the water them- 
selves and that wholesale rates 
properly applied to municipali- 
| ties which bought and resold the 
water purchased. However, the 
| statutes do not justify this in 
| the case of plaintiff. The statutes 
intended that all persons within 
the participating municipalities 
should be treated on the same 
basis. Plaintiff, and the district 
covered by its service, is part of 
the participating municipalities. 
If plaintiff may be charged the 
same amount as outside munici- 
palities, residents served by it, 
though within the participating 
area, will be charged for water 
at a higher rate than others sim- 
ilarly situated and this is con- 
trary to the statute. Plaintiff 
must be supplied at a rate which 
| will enable it to supply the cus- 
tomers served by it at the same 
rate charged similar customers 
in Paterson, Passaic and the re- 
mainder. of Clifton.

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Judgment accordingly. 


INTEREST — CONDEMNATION 
—In condemnation matters 
interest is allowed on the basis 
of specific statutory provisions 
so providing or on equitable 
principles where there is no 
statute. 

—Interest on the amount of a 
condemnation award should 
be allowed from the date on 
which possession is taken. 

—Possession which justifies in- 
terest on condemnation award 
means actual control by phy- 
sical occupation and the hold- 
ing and exercise of dominion 
over the lands; mere impair- 
ment of owner’s use and en- 
joyment is not equivalent to 
taking possession. 

—Refusal of local Building In- 
spector to grant permit with- 
out approval of Highway Com- 
missioner, and refusal by Com- 
missioner to grant approval is 
not equitable basis for allow- 
ing interest in absence of au- 
thority to grant or refuse ap- 
proval. 

—Interest allowed from date of 
condemnation award to date 
of entry of judgment on ap- 
peal where appeal by con- 
demnor resulted in such small 
reduction as to make the delay 
reasonable and owner derived 
no benefit in interim.

State v. Hankins, et al. For the 
State—Thomas C. Mitchell, Dep.

Hankins and Ferguson owned a 
tract abutting on State Highway 
Route 37 and proposed to erect 
a gasoline service station there- 
on. In 1955 they applied to the 
local Building Inspector for a 
building permit for’ gasoline 
pumps. The permit was refused 
unless the owners obtained a 
written approval from the State 
Highway Department. Upon ap- 
plication, the Department issued 
a permit which stated the prop- 
erty was in the line of a proposed 
right of way which the Depart- 
ment expected to utilize to widen 
Route 37 and that any gasoline 
pumps could not be nearer than 
75 ft. to the existing side line of 
Route 37. Since that time the 
owners have never used the 75 
ft. referred to. 

On July 17, 1957 the State in- 
stituted condemnation proceed- 
ings which resulted in an award 
by the Commissioners on June 
12, 1958 of $9,500. The State ap- 
pealed and on June 17, 1959 ob- 
tained a jury verdict fixing the 
damages at $9,000 and judgment 
was entered accordingly. 

The owners now move to have 
the judgment amended to add 
interest from July 17, 1957. 

Held: Interest is allowed on 
the basis of specific statutory 
provisions providing for it or on 
equitable principles where there 
is no statute. It does not appear 
that any declaration of taking 
had been filed and consequently 
the provisions of Title 20 of the 
Revised Statutes apply. By RS. 
20:1-9 the commissioners are di- 
rected to make an award which 


voluntary petition in bankruptcy 
listing plaintiff as a creditor. 
After hearings the Referee filed 
an order declaring plaintiff’s 
claim nondischargeable because 





increments from the use. For this 
latter deprivation interest is al- 
lowed on equitable principles. 

In the instant case it is dis- 
puted as to when and if posses- 
sion was taken, the owners 
claiming that the refusal of the 
Highway Dept. to approve the 
erection of structures within the 
right-of-way constituted taking 
possession. 

Possession of land means the 
actual control by physical oc- 
cupation and the holding and 
exercise of dominion over it to 
the exclusion of others from like 
use or control. The act of the 
Highway Commissioner here im- 
paired the use and enjoyment of 
the owners, but this is not equiv- 
alent to possession. 

It is not shown the Commis- 
sioner had any authority to pre- 
vent the erection of pumps, aside 
from condemnation. Consequent- 
ly his refusal to issue a permit, 
a merely negative act, could not 
institute taking possession. 

Next is the question whether 
Commissioner’s failure to grant 
the permit created an inequit- 
able situation which would merit 
the addition of interest. Since 
there is no proof that the refus- 
al of the Building Inspector was 
produced by the Commissioner, 
nor that the Commissioner had 
authority to grant or refuse ap- 
proval, the wrongdoer was the 
Inspector not the Commissioner 
and his refusal to grant approval 
did not constitute a wrongful 
act warranting interest on a 
blameworthy basis. Nor was 
there any attempted appropria- 
tion of the lands by the Com- 
missioner without complying 
with legal conditions precedent 
which calls for working equitable 
principles. 

However, in Matler v. Easton, 
37 N. J. L. 222 it was held that, 
when equitable, interest may be 
allowed from the date of the 
award to the entry of judgment 
on appeal as compensation for 
the necessary delay in ultimate- 
ly ascertaining the amount the 
owners are to be paid. In the in- 
stant case the owners would have 
been entitled to payment of the 
$9,500 award when the condemn- 
ation Commissioners filed their 
report in June, 1958. On appeal 
the State obtained a $500 reduc- 
tion. The relatively small size of 
the reduction confirms the pro- 
priety of the Commissioners’ 
award and shows the appeal to 
have been without substantial 
merit. The appeal was taken by 
the State. Consequently the 
State caused the delay without 
good reason. 

It is not shown that the fail- 
ure of the State to take posses- 
sion in the interim was of any 
benefit to the owners or that 
they received any worthwhile 
benefit from the property sub- 
sequent to the Commissioners’ 
award. The judgment is there- 
fore amended to add 5% inter-

Doctor”. While its powers include 
‘hat of disciplining students and

or commitments exacted. Addi- 
‘ionally, all of the students or 
yorkers have already obtained

The Township contends the 
Institute is not entitled to ex- 
emption under the statute be- 
cause it lacks the usual indicia 
of a college, school, academy or 
seminary in that it has neither 
teachers nor pupils in the or- 
dinary sense, offers no curricu- 
la or instruction, does not pre- 
pare students for undergradu- 
ate or postgraduate degrees, and 
imposes no discipline since its 
Keynote is unlimited individual 
freedom unencumbered by in- 
stitutional requirements. 

Held: The term “college” as 
used in the statute is not to be 
confined to the kind of institu- 
tion that has become familiar 
where there are teachers and 
pupils, courses of instruction, a 
conferring of degrees, and an ex- 
tended discipline. The concept of 
a college is an organic one, tak- 
ing on a varying aspect in dif- 
ferent times and places. 

The dictionaries and encyclo- 
pedias define a college not only 
in the limited sense of the word 
urged by the Township but in 
its earliest, most fundamental 
or larger meaning of a collec- 
tion or society of scholars or 
colleagues assotiated or incor- 
porated for purposes of study or 
instruction. The word has not 
become a word of art with a fixed 
meaning but has_ continued 
through the ages to hold the 
meaning of collequim it origin- 
ally held. 

The Institute is not to be bar- 
red from the exemption because 
the members already hold doc- 
torates or because the illustrious 
few scholars chosen profit more 
by research than instruction, or 
because their quality requires no 
discipline. To do so would be to 
impose an arbitrary limitation 
on the iegislative intent and to 
ignore the evolution in higher 
education. 

While the Institute is unique, 
it possesses every attribute of an 
institution of learning and fits

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ALL CONTRACTS SHOULD BE AWARDED TO THE 
“LOWEST RESPONSIBLE BIDDER" 





Statutory requirements for public bidding and the award of | 
governmental contracts to the “lowest responsible bidder” is the | 


expression of an idealistic standard designed to protect public monies 
from waste due to dishonesty, favoritism and other improprieties. 
The legislative requirement needs procedural and substantive imple- 
mentation, at least with respect to the determination of responsibility 
of bidders. 


There is a wide variety of such implementation in existing 
statutes dealing with state, county and municipal government and 
boards of education. N.J.S.A. 52:35-1 to 12 provides for prequalifi- 
cation and classification of prospective bidders on public work for the 
state government with procedure for hearing and review. Counties 
are given similar power to both prequalify and classify prospective 
bidders under R.S. 40:25-15 to 25. The statutory provision applicable 
to municipal government (R.S. 40:50-5) provides that a municipal 
governing body may require the filing of a statement of financial 
ability and experience in performing public work and may refuse to 
furnish plans and specifications if the governing body is not satis- 
fied with the sufficiency of such statement. Boards of education are 
required to award contracts to the “lowest responsible bidder” with 
no statutory provision for procedure or standards for determining 
responsibility. (R.S. 18:6-26, 18:7-65 and 18:11-10). 


Municipal and school district contracts, particularly for con- 
struction and certain basic services of significant monetary value, 
are sought by and often awarded to non-local firms who are not 
known to the local officials. Municipal prequalification and classi- 
fication is a time-consuming and onerous chore both for the govern- 
mental bodies and the prospective bidders who must undergo this 
procedure in numerous municipalities throughout the state. The 
report to the Attorney General of May 12, 1959 concerning Garbage 


Collection Practices points out that prequalification has not worked | 


well in this field of municipal services. The recommendation for 
the establishment of a state agency to license qualified refuse col- 
lecting contractors and thus avoid the need for municipal prequali- 
fication has been incorporated in the 1959 Assembly Bill 680. The 
proposed state agency will undoubtedly be in a better position than 
individual municipalities to effectively determine financial ability, 
competence and experience of such contractors and to ascertain 
instances of past inefficiency and failure to perform previous gov- 
ernmental contracts. 


The state should perform similar prequalification and classifi- 
cation functions for boards of education throughout the state, at 
least with respect to building construction operations. Many school 
districts in this state are still faced with the need to engage in a 
substantial building construction program and they have no statu- 
tory guidance for the determination of the responsibility of prospec- 
tive bidders. There is no presently existing source of information 
concerning the experience of other school districts or municipalities 
with contractors who choose to bid on a current project. 


Either county or state government could perform a similar 
function for the municipalities with respect to construction contracts 
and certain kinds of municipal services of significant monetary 
value. Assembly Bill 680 should be expanded to provide for state 
prequalification and classification of other kinds of prospective muni- 
cipal contractors. 


Contractors should welcome uniformity of standards for pre- 
qualification and classification and the consequent savings resulting 
from the elimination of duplicate filings. The tax paying public

Legislative Commission Proposes Statutes 
On Mortgage Points 


| The Legislative Commission 
|appointed pursuant to Assembly 
concurrent Resolution No. 30 of 
1957 to Study and Investigate 
| Certain Allegedly Unfair Prac- 
|tices in Connection with the 
|Making of Loans Secured by 
|Mortgages on Residential Prop- 
erties, after holding two public 
ihearings and _ several private 
hearings with the individuals 
|and corporations involved in the 
complaints presented to the com- 
mission, has filed its final report 
and submitted a proposed bill 
designed to partially curb some 
of the unfair practices found to 
exist in the exaction of “points” 
for granting F.H.A., V.A. and 
|}other mortgage loans. The com- 
|'mission was composed of Assem- 
blymen David I. Stepacoff and 
Rayinond E. Bowkley, and Sen- 
ators Thomas J. Hillery and John 
A. Waddington, with Stepacoff 
as chairman. 

The findings and recommend- 
ations of the Commission were as 
follows: 

“After considering all the test- 
imony at both the public and 
private hearings, the Commis- 
sion is convinced that the “point” 
system placed undue financial 
burdens upon individuals. 

“Since the Commission desig- 
nated by the Legislature of the 
State of New Jersey to inquire 
into this problem can act only 
within its jurisdictional sphere, 
the ability of the Legislature to 
cope with the problem is neces- 
sarily circumscribed. The foun- 
tainhead of the evil lies with the 
Federal Government’s treatment 
of the FHA and VA mortgage 
loan system, more particularly 
its approval and sanctioning of 
the pernicious “point’’ system. 


|The basic overall issue is one to 


be considered at the national 
level. It is the considered judg- 
ment of the Commission that the 
Congress be memorialized to 
rectify the unhealthy practices 
hereinbefore described. Precipi- 
tate action on the part of the 
State or any group of States 
would undoubtedly deal a stag- 
gering blow to the home build- 
ing industry in jurisdictions tak- 
ing part in such action. There- 
fore, despite its feeling that the 
entire ‘point’ system is a pred- 
atory practice visited on unsus- 
pecting people who are least able 
to afford it, the Commission be- 
lieves that the States singly or 
collectively should not take any 
action which might dry up the 
source of capital for maintaining 
a healthy building industry in 


New Jersey. 
“However, the Commission 
feels that there is an area in 


which legislative action should 
be taken to preclude the type 
of “lightning” testified to by 
most all of the complainants who 
appeared at the public hearing. 
This “lightning” involves sharply 
increasing the number of points 
to be paid on the day of closing 
from the number originally 
agreed by the seller. 

“Steps should be taken to see 
that this practice does not con- 
tinue in New Jersey. Therefore, 
it is the recommendation of this 
Commission that legislation be 
enacted to protect the seller 
against arbitrary and sudden in- 
cre-ses in the “points” or prem- 
iums which he will have to pay 
for the “privilege” of selling his 
property. It is reeommended that 
no later than 12 days prior to the 
date for final closing as set forth 
in the original contract of sale, 
it would be required that the 
mortgage lender notify the sell- 
er “the points” or premium nec- 
essary to secure the mortgage 
for the purchaser. It is further 
recommended that any increase 
of charges subsequent to the 


closing date set forth in the orig-

TEXT OF PROPOSED STATUTE 


An Act regulating the demand- 
ing or exacting of sums of 
money, or of valuable things, 
for the making or obtaining 
of any mortgage loan upon 
real estate in certain cases, 
and providing penalties for 
the violation thereof. 

BE IT ENACTED by the Sen- 
ate and General Assembly of the 
State of New Jersey: 

1. Whenever any agreement 
for the sale of real estate is con- 
ditioned upon the purchaser 
named therein obtaining a mort- 
gage loan upon such real estate 
in order that he may perform 
such agreement on his part, it 
shall be unlawful for any per- 
son to demand or exact for him- 
self, or for any other person, 
from any party named in said 
agreement, any sum of money, 
or other valuable thing, for the 
making or obtaining of such 
loan, or in connection with the 
closing or final settlement pur- 
suant to said agreement other 
than is provided in said agree- 
ment, unless written notice of 
the sum or thing which will be 
exacted or demanded, and the 
person from whom it will be ex- 
acted and demanded, shall be 
served upon each party to said 
agreement not less than 12 days 
before the day fixed for said 
closing or final settlement in the 
original agreement of sale. 

2. Any person who violates any 
provision of this act shall be a 
disorderly person, and any pay- 
ment or thing paid or exacted in 
violation of this act may be re- 
covered from the person receiv- 
ing the same, in a civil action, 
with treble damages measured 
by the amount or value thereof. 

3. This act shall take effect 
immediately.

Sees Self-Restraint By 
U.S. Supreme Court In 
1959 Decisions 


ANN ARBOR — Self-restrain: 
was the dominant theme of U.S 
Supreme Court decisions during 
1959, Prof. Bernard Schwartz « 
New York University declares in 
the current University of Michi- 
gan Law Review. 

While the Court remains sharp- 
ly divided, Schwartz believes it; 
recent decisions may foreshadow 
a weakening in a position of its 
so-called “activists’—Chief Jus- 
tice Warren and Justices Black 
Douglas, and Brennan. 


The majority of the Court—in- 
cluding Justices Frankfurter 
Clark, Harlan, Whittaker, anc 
Stewart—has gone far to correct 
some of the excesses of the Court: 
1957 opinions, which encounterec 
fairly widespread public oppos:- 
tion, he maintains. 

“All in all, the 1959 decision: 
must appear most satisfactorily 
for those who have felt that the 
extreme activist position does vio- 
lence to the demands which soc:- 
ety imposes upon the judicial pro- 
cess.” 

“During 1959, several of thé 
Court’s important decisions re- 
affirmed both congressional in- 
vestigatory authority and state 
powers,” Schwartz notes. 

“As has so often happened, 
Court itself appears to have molc- 
ed its jurisprudence so as to ren- 
der moot much of the criticism 
against it.” 

Explaining this new trend, the 
NYU expert says: “Supreme Court 
action which has moved too fa: 
in one direction has always wlt:- 
mately provoked an equivalen: 
reaction in the opposite direc- 
tion. Even an institution as aug- 
ust as the high tribunal canno: 
escape the law of the pendulum 

“Members of a society domin- 
ated by what has been well term- 
ed ‘government by lawsuit’ tenc 
all too often to forget the inher- 
ently weak position of the judici- 
al department. The basic strength 
of the high court is not its con- 
stitutional position, but the ac- 
ceptance Ly public opinion of it 
role as guardian of the Constitu- 
tion.”

Whitfield To Head Law 
Day Committee 


Nathan A. W hitfie ld has been 
appointed Chairman of Law Day 
1960 by John R. Kelly, President 
of the New Jersey State Bar As- 
sociation. 

Mr. Whitfield announced that 
Law Day 1960 will be celebrated 
this year on Sunday, May 1, and 
elaborate plans are being made 
for appropriate services in all 
of the churches and synagogues 
in New Jersey. Detailed plans in- 
eluding collaboration by the 
county bar associations and be- 
tween federal and state courts, 
as well as by service organiza- 
tions throughout the state, will 
be announced early in February. 
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the court’s holding was “[t]hat 
a child before birth, is, in fact, a 
part of the mother, and is only | 
severed from her at birth, .. .,” 

and that, therefore, the defend- 

ant owed no independent duty 

to it. Justice Boggs wrote a dis- 

senting opinion in which he 

pointed out that at the time of 

the injury the child was viable, 

i.e., capable of sustaining life in- 

dependent of its mother, and was 

therefore a person entitled to 

the law’s protection. 

Between 1900, when Allaire v. 
St. Luke’s Hospital was decided 
and 1942, the year of the decision 
of Stemmer v. Kline, a number 
of other states also denied re- 
covery in prenatal injury and 
death cases. ... (citations omit- 
ted). In the main these decisions 
adopted the reasoning of the 
Dietrich and Allaire cases, al- 
though occasionally they ad- 
vanced additional reasons... . 
(citations omitted). 

Such was the state of judicial 
thought at the time Stemmer v. 
Kline was decided. The Restate- 
ment of the American Law In- 
stitute followed the common- 
law cases decided before its 
adoption in 1939, and stated: “A 
person who negligently causes 
harm to an unborn child is not 


liable to such child for the 
harm.” 4 Restatement, Torts, 
$869 (1939). However, many 


writers had long urged a rute of 
recovery for negligently inflicted 
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The principal reasons advant- 
ed in support of the rule denying 


|recovery have been (1) the lack 


of precedent, in that no case 
had permitted recovery, see e.g., 
Dietrich v. Northampton, supra, 
(2) the principle of stare decisis 
and the thought that the prob- 
lem is one for the legislature, see 
e.g., Drobner v. Peters, supra, 
(3) the conclusion that an un- 
born child is part of its mother 
and hence no independent duty 
is owed to it, see e.g., Allaire v. 
St. Luke’s Hospital, supra, and 
(4) the difficulty of proof of 
causation and fear of fraudulent 
claims, see e.g., Magnolia Coca 
Cola Bottling Co. v. Jordan, su- 
pra. 

As to the first ground, there 
is no longer a lack of precedent. 
In 1946, the District Court for 
the District of Columbia sustain- 
ed an action by a child for a 
prenatal injury, basing its deci- 
sion solely on the common law. 
Bonbrest v. Kotz, 65 F. Supp. 138 
(1946). However, until 1949, no 
American court of final jurisdic- 
tion had held that a child had a 
common law action for injuries 
incurred before birth. In that 
year the Supreme Court of Ohio 
in Williams v. Marion Rapid 
Transit, Inc., 152 Ohio St. 114, 87 
N.E. 2d 334, held that a viable 
fetus was a “person” within the 
meaning of the Ohio Constitu- 
tion, and thus after birth could 


|maintain an action for tortious 
| prenatal 


injuries. Though the 
case was one of first impression 


,in that court, the decision over- 
‘ruled Mays v. 


Weingarten, 82 
N. E. 2d 421 (1943), in which the 
Ohio Court of Appeals had held 


|to the contrary. Shortly there- 


after the Supreme Court of 
Minnesota in Verkennes v. Cor- 


|niea, 229 Minn. 365, 38 N. W. 2d 
|838 (1949), followed the reason- 


ing of Justice Boggs’ dissenting 
opinion in the Allaire case, and 
held that the personal repre- 
sentative of a stillborn child 
could maintain an action for its 
wrongful death, since it was via- 
ble at the time of the injury. 

Since 1949 a number of other 
states have overruled former de- 
cisions and have allowed recov- 
ery for prenatal injuries. ... (ci- 
tations omitted). 

The courts of many other 
states, which. have considered 
the question for the first time, 
have also permitted recovery for 
prenatal injuries. ... (citations 
omitted). 

All of the above courts have 
repudiated the theories upon 
which the rule denying liability 


| was based. Leading text writers 


have also condemned the rule. 

. (citations omitted). In recent 
decisions, four states which had 
not before passed upon the ques- 
tion of liability for prenatal in- 


| juries denied recovery to the per- 


sonal representative of a child 
stillborn. ... (citations omitted). 
The first three decisions express- 
ly said they made no determina- 
tion of the rights of a child born 
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| alive. As mentioned above there 


are factors which may differen- 
tiate prenatal death cases from 
‘those brought for a surviving 
child. 

We are not aware of a single 
case since Stemmer v. Kline was 
decided in 1942 in which a court 
of last resort, considering the 
question for the first time, de- 
nied the right of a child born 
alive to maintain a common-law 
action for prenatal injuries. And 
as we have mentioned above at 
least four states have overruled 
prior decisions denying liability. 
Today it certainly cannot be said 
that there is any lack of prece- 
dent permitting such an action. 
Indeed, Dean Prosser has said 
the trend toward allowing re- 
covery “is so definite and marked 
as to leave no doubt that this 
will be the law of the future in 
the United States.” Prosser, su- 
pra, p. 175. 

The second reason given by 
the courts for denying recovery 
was Stare decisis, and the 
thought that the problem is one 
for the legislature. Stare decisis 
is a principle of adherence, for 
the sake of certainty and stabil- 
ity, to precedents once establish- 
ed. But it applies primarily to 
decisions, unlike Stemmer vy. 
Kline, which invite reliance and 
on the basis of which men order 
their affairs, e.g., in the field of 
contract or property rights. The 
present case arose out of an 
automobile collision. If the de- 
fendants’ conduct caused the 
collision they have no right to 
argue that they acted in reli- 
ance on a rule of law barring 
recovery for prenatal injuries. 

. (citations omitted). 

Nor do we believe that it is 
for the legislature and not this 
court to re-examine the rule of 
Stemmer v. Kline. No doubt the 
legislature could act in this field, 
if it so chose. We recognize, of 
course, that there are some 
changes in the common law 
which should not be made with- 
out the kind of investigation for 
which the legislature is better 
equipped. But the rule of non- 
liability for prenatal injury was 
a judge-made rule based on 
what were once felt to be sound 
principles. If judges of later 
years who examine the problem 
anew with the aid of recent judi- 
cial opinions, advanced medical 
knowledge, and the views of 
many eminent legal _ scholars 
“reach a contrary conclusion 
they must be ready to discharge 
their own judicial responsibili- 
ties in conformance with mod- 
ern concepts and needs.’’ Collopy 
v. Newark Eye and Ear Infirm- 
ary, supra, at p. 42: Morris, Torts, 
198 (1953). The law of negligence 
is primarily common law, whose 
great virtue is its adaptability 
to the conditions and needs of 
changing times. As was said by 
the late Chief Justice Vander- 
bilt: 

“The nature of the common 

law requires that each time a 

rule of law is applied it be 

carefully scrutinized to make 
sure that the conditions and 
needs of the times have not 
so changed as to make further 
application of it the instru- 

ment of injustice.” State v. 

Culver, 23 N. J. 495, 505 (1957). 

. (citations omitted). 

The third reason for the rule 
denying recovery was the theory 
that an unborn child was a part 
of the mother, and therefore 
not a person in being to whom 
a duty of care could be owed. All 
the courts that have permitted 
recovery for prenatal injuries 
have disagreed with that theory. 
They have found that the exist- 
ence of an infant separate from 
its mother begins before birth, 
see, e.g., Damasiewicz v. Gorsuch, 
supra; Tucker v. Howard L. Car- 
michael & Sons, Ince., supra. 
Medical authorities have long 
recognized that a child is in ex- 
istence from the moment of con- 
ception, and not merely a part 
of its mother’s body... . (cita- 
tions omitted). Chief Justice 
Brogan, dissenting in Stemmer 
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v. Kline, summarized the physi- 
ological facts: . 
“While it is a fact that there 
is a close dependence by the 
unborn child on the organism 
of the mother, it is not disput- 
ed to-day that the mother and 
the child are two separate and 
distinct entities; that the un- 
born child has its own system 
of circulation of the blood 
separate and apart from the 
mother; that there is no com- 
munication between the two 
circulation systems; that the 
heart beat of the child is not 
in tune with that of the 
mother but is more rapid; that 
there is no dependence by the 
child on the mother except 
for sustenance. It might be re- 
marked here that even after 
birth the child depends for 
sustenance upon the mother 
or upon a third party. It is not 
the fact that an unborn child 
is part of the mother, but that 
rather in the unborn state it 
lived with the mother, we 
might say, and from conctep- 
tion on developed its own dis- 
tinct, separate personality.” 

At p. 466. 

Our criminal law regards an 
unborn child as a separate ent- 
ity. See, e.g., In re Vince, 2 N. J. 
443 at 449 (1949); State v. Sicil- 
iano, 21 N. J. 249 at 257 (1956). 
And our law of property and de- 
cedents’ estates considers him in 
being for purposes beneficial to 
his interests. See, eg. In re 
Haines, 98 N. J. Eq. 628 at 630 
(Prerog. Ct. 1925): Thelluson v. 
Woodford, 4 Ves. 227, 11 Ves. 112 
(1798). Under our Workmen’s 
Compensation Act it has been 
held that a posthumous child 
may recover as a dependent of his 
deceased father, on the ground 
that the infant is both a “child 
in esse” at the time of his 
father’s death, and, when born, 
a “posthumous child,” as those 
terms are used in R.S. 34:15-3-g. 
Morgan v. Susino Construction, 
130 N. J. L. 418 (Sup. St. 1943), 
aff’d on op. below, 131 N. J. L. 
329 (E. & A. 1944). And it has 
been widely held that an infant 
may bring a statutory action for 
the wrongful death of its 
father occurring before its birth. 

. (citations omitted). 

From the foregoing it is clear 
that medical authorities recog- 
nize that before birth an infant 
is a distinct entity, and that the 
law recognizes that rights which 
he will enjoy when born can be 
violated before his birth. If the 
law in cases of negligently in- 
flicted prenatal injuries were to 
disregard this background and 
consider an unborn child as part 
of its mother, then the mother 
should be able to recover for the 
pain, suffering, and incapacity 
to this part of her, just as to any 
other part. We know of no case 
allowing such recovery. As early 
as 1908, the New Hampshire Su- 
preme Court specifically denied 
it, holding that “[s]uch damages 
pertain to the child alone. The 
mother is no more entitled to 
them than the father is.’’ Pres- 
cott v. Robinson, 74 N. H. 460 at 
463, 69 Atl. 522 at 524. If neither 
mother nor child can recover, 
then a life impaired by another’s 
fault must be endured without 
the recompense which the law 
provides for other persons 
wrongfully injured. The law 
should take care that, wherever 
possible, a wrong should not go 
completely unrequited. 

The semantic argument 


‘whether an unborn child is a 


“person in being’ seems to us 
to be beside the point. There is 
no question that conception sets 
in motion biological processes 
which if undisturbed will pro- 
duce what everyone will concede 
to be a person in being. If in the 
meanwhile those processes can 
be disrupted resulting in harm 
to the child when born, it is im- 
material whether before birth 
the child is considered a person 
in being. And regardless of an- 
alogies to other areas of the law, 
justice requires that the princi- 
ple be recognized that a child 
has a legal right to begin life 
with a sound mind and body. Ii 
the wrongful conduct of another 
interferes with that right, and it 
can be established by competen* 
proof that there is a causal con- 
nection between the wrongfu! 
interference and the harm suf- 
fered by the child when born 
damages for such harm should 
be recoverable by the child. 
This leads us to consider th« 
fourth reason advanced for 
denying recovery for prenata! 
injuries, which is that proof or 
disproof of causal connection be- 
tween negligent conduct and an 
injury discovered at birth or 
later is so different that recov- 
ery would often be based on 
mere conjecture and speculation 
and that the door would bs 
opened to fictitious claims. Ws 
are not unmindful of these diif- 
ficulties, but they are not pecul- 
iar to the field of prenatal torts 
They exist in many kinds of 
cases. Moreover, the present cas¢ 
is here on a motion which con- 
cedes the pleaded fact of causa 
tion. In any event, the mere dif- 
ficulty of proving a fact is no: 
a very good reason for blocking 
all attempts to prove it. As said 
by Judge (now Chief Judge 
Desmond of the New York Cour: 
of Appeals in discussing thi 
question: 
“Such difficulties there are, o: 
course, and, indeed, it seems t 
be commonly accepted that ony 
a blow of tremendous force W:.. 
ordinarly injure a foetus, 
carefully does nature insulat 
it. But such difficulty of proo: 
or finding is not special to this 
particular kind of lawsuit (and 
it is beside the point, anyhow 
in determining sufficiency of 2 
pleading). Every day in all ou: 
trial courts (and before admin- 
istrative tribunals, particular- 
ly the Workmen’s Compensa- 
tion Boards), such issues ar 
disposed of, and it is an inac- 
missible concept that uncer- 
tainty of proof can ever destroy 
a legal right. The questions of 
causation, reasonable certainty, 
etc., which will arise in these 
cases are no different, in kind 
from the ones which have aris- 
en in thousands of other negl:- 
gence cases decided in th:s 
State, in the past.” Woods v. 
Lancet, 102 N.E. 2d at 695. 
And as to the possibility of ficti- 
tious claims, we agree with thé 
view of Chief Justice Brogan in 
his dissenting opinion in Stemmer 
v. Kline at 467: 
“The same objection may be ac- 
vanced against many law ac- 
tions that are encountered day 
after day in our trial courts. 
Many of them are unjustifiec 
but the fact that some peop-¢ 
will institute ill-founded or 
fraudulent causes of action 1s 
no veason to deny a cause of ac-

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Furthermore, fictitious claims 
present no greater problem in this 
lass of cases than in any other, 
nd can be dealt with in the same 






way that courts have always han- 
dled such problems. 
We conclude that the reasons 
dvanced for the decisions deny- 
ing recovery to a child who sur- 
vives a prenatal injury are inade- 
yuate. They deny basic medical 
knowledge; they ignore the pro- 
tection afforded unborn children 
oy other branches of the law, and 
are founded upon fears which 
hould not weigh with the courts. 
We believe that a surviving child 
should have a right of action in 
negligence for prenatal injuries 
for the plain reason that it would 
> unjust to deny it. Therefore, 
‘he rule of Stemmer v. Kline is no 
longer the law of this State. 
One matter remains to be con- 
sidered. Most of the cases that 
nave recognized a right to recover 
lave arisen out of injuries to “‘via- 
le fetuses, ie., fetuses capable of 
sustaining life independent of the 
nother. But much of the reason- 
ing in those cases has proceeded 
from the concept that a fetus 
apable of separate existence is a 
distinct juridical entity. See, e.g., 
Williams y. Marion Rapid Transit 
Co., supra, Amann v. Faidy, supra. 
However, no jurisdiction which 
has approved recovery for injury 
) a viable fetus has later denied 
recovery to a child who survived 
n injury suffered before it was 
viable. In the present case, the 
ymplaint alleges that the infant 
plaintiff was born 75 days after 
the collision which caused his in- 
iry.

“SALE OF RIGHT: Taxpayer 
held one patent on sulfa drugs 
and “carved out” from this gen- 
eric patent the rights to sulfa- 
diazine, and claims capital gain 
on its sale to American Cyana- 
mid.

MENT: Taxpayer rented farm 
property having a fair market 
value of $46,500 under a lease- 
option agreement which provid- 
ed that he would pay one year’s 
rental at $15,000 and would have 
an option to purchase at $31,500. 


Held: The parties intended a 
sale of the property at the time 
of the agreement and the pay- 
ments were installments on the 
purchase price, not deductible 
rent. Beus, CA-9, 11 3/58. 

DIVIDENDS: Federal savings 
and loan associations were first 
made subject to corporate in- 
come tax for years beginning af- 
ter 12/31/51. Taxpayer declared 
“dividends” (deductible as inter- 
est) as of 12/31/51. Some were 
credited to savings accounts as 
of 123151; others were paid 
to the depositors by checks dat- 
ed January 2, 1952. 

Held: The dividends paid by 
check in 1952 were deductible in 
1952, but the dividends credited 
to the savings account share- 
holders as of 12/31/51 were ex- 
penses of 1951 and, therefore, not 
deductible in 1952. Citizens Fed. 
Savings & Loan Assn of Coving- 
ton, 30 TC No. 25, acq. IRB 1958- 
43. 

CAPITAL EXPENDITURE: 
Taxpayer, owner of a building 
containing five stories, agreed 
to remodel two stories into one 
for a tenant. 

Held: The costs were a capi- 
tal expenditure made to adapt 
property to a different use. Bee 
Holding Co., TCM 1958-195. 

INCOME: Taxpayer took care 
of an elderly couple over a per- 
iod of years on the promise of 
the husband that taxpayer 
would be taken care of on his 
wife’s death. Both the husband 
and wife died without a will 
and taxpayer filed an applica- 





law afford the unborn child pro- 
tection throughout the period of 
gestation. The most important 
consideration, however, is that the 
viability distinction has no rele- 
vance to the injustice of denying 
recovery for harm which can be 
proved to have resulted from the 
wrongful act of another.

LOSS: Taxpayer, a large 
stockholder in a company crea- 
ting and manufacturing litho- 
graphic art, formed a corpora-

ing business. Stock in the new 


company was held by many of | 


its employees and, when it fail- 
ed, taxpayer gave to all its 
stockholders some of his stock 
in the highly prosperous manu- 
facturing company. He claimed 
a loss on the transaction. 
Held: There is no ground on 
which a loss can be allowed. A 
good many of the stockholders 
who benefited by this exchange 
were members of taxpayer’s fa- 
mily, and the outsiders, employ- 
ees and others, had no obliga- 
tion to stay with taxpayer’s en- 
terprises. Arata, 31 TC No. 36. 


PREMARITAL TRANSFER: 
Stouffer and taxpayer were 
married in 1930 and divorced in 
1934. Three years later Stouffer 
asked taxpayer to remarry him. 
She agreed on the condition that 
he give her financial security. He 
transferred to taxpayer stock in 
the Stouffer Corporation hav- 
ing a basis to him of $5 a share 
and a value of $20( but kept an 
option to repurchase the stock 
at the $20 value. The day after 
the transaction the parties re- 
married. 

Held: The premarital transfer, 
for which taxpayer gave no con- 
sideration, was a gift. The court 
distinguishes cases in which a 


wife’s basis for similar property | 


was its value when received by 
pointing out that taxpayer here 
gave up no right to dower, ali- 
mony or other marital rights. 
Since the stock was a gift, the 
basis to taxpayer for gain is 
her husband’s basis. Marshman,

ABANDONMENT LOSS: A 
farm partnership purchased 
property with rights to an irri- 
gation system run by a farmers’ 
co-operative. The partnership 
later decided to irrigate its 
property by means of wells, ra- 
ther than from the irrigation 
ditch. On its tax return it claim- 


ed $20,000 as an abandonment 
loss of the ditch 
Held: There no abandon- 


ment during the year in issue 
since the firm continued to use 
and maintain the ditch and 
paid the annual irrigation as- 
sessment levied by the co-oper- 
ative. Beus. CA-9, 11/3/58. 

NON-BUSINESS BAD DEBTS: 
Taxpayers were guarantors of 
the obligation of a bankrupt 
company. 

Held: The payments. they 
made are deductible only as a 
non-business bad debt because 
losses were not proximately re- 
lated to any trade or business 
carried on by taxpayer, but the 
legal expenses in connection 
with the settlement of the guar- 
antor’s liability are deductible 
as a loss incurred in a trans- 
action entered into for profit. 
Brodsky, TCM 1958-99.
